After Hoovei; What? 

The name of J. Edgar Hoover has be- 
come Hynonymoua with law and order. 
The; director of the federal bureau of 
invcstiftation nlao has been taken for 
Rranted by the American people. He has 
been head of the FBI for so many years 
thnt ifa difficult to realize that he won't 
be around forever. Yet sometime in the 
next three years Mr. Hoover will be 
turning bis office over to someone else. 

The FBI chief, who ia 67 years old, has 
been director of the bureau aince 1921. 
Because of his long service, he has been 
cliRible for retirement for several yearn. 
KcftulntionH govemind. federal employes 
Bpecify thnt retirement is mandatory at 
the affc of 70, Presumably, the rule ap- 
plies to Mr. Hoover. 
~ 'DtTwinfirouW^tfiTyeaB has 
been one agency of the federal Rovern- 
mciit vfrtufllJy tree of polUJe^ It's an 
enviable status directly attributable to 
Mr. Hoover, a bachelor of whom it has 
been said, "He married the FBIl" 

Although moat cltticns have never had 
a thought of a aucceflflor to- Mr. Hoover, 
the-mattcr has not escaped his attention. 
In preparation for the day when he will 
step down, the FBI has 12 nsaistant or 
' asHociiite directors, any one of whom pre- 
sumably could step up into the leader's 
job. The apiwlntment of a new director 
still would fall into the lap of the Preai- 
dent. It is hoped when the time cornea, 
the Preaidcnt nviH avail himflcif of se- 
lectintr a new director- from among the 
dedicated personnel available, thus con- 
tinufnar to keep the directorship out of 
politics. 

The value of having an FBI director 
who Is-^not- concerned with political ma- 
— neuvcring has been demonstrated fre- 
' quently. It was shown all over again 
earlier this month when Mr. Hoover was 
keynote epeakcr for the national conven- 
tion ot the American Legion in Las Ve- 
gas. Mr. Hoover gsvc a hard-hitting talk 
against his two greatest enemies — crime 
and communism — that may not have 
been possible for some politician more 
concerned with political implications. 

He declared. "Crime and subversion 
are formidable problems in the United 
States todny bccnuBc, and only because, 
there is a dangerous flaw in our nation's 
moral armor." 

"What has happened to the time-hon- 
ored precepta of hard work and fair play 

uwhich_ influenced the American sccnir 

during the atl-important fbrmntivo years 
of this great republic? Where is the faith 
in God which fortified us throiigh our 
past trials? Have our national pride, our 
moral conscience, our sensitivity to filth 
and degredalion grown so weak that 
they no longer react to assaults upon our 
fmiid lipr ttftRe of freedom?"
